The meeting was of the popular 
Quebec province variety—‘“assemblee 
contradictoire,” with the two candi 


dates Hon Mr. Sevigney and his 
Liberal opponent Lucien Cannon, 
speaking from the same platform. 


Mi Sevigny defended himself 
against expected criticisin on the ques 
tion of th 000,000 emergency con 
tribution in 1911 to provide units in 
the British navy, and in turn eritie- 
ized the ground upon which his op- 
ponents questioned the propriety of 
his attitude; and referred to the war 
and the National Service registration, 
Which latter he supported Other 
counties, and particularly Quebec 
county, had, Mr. Sevigny told his au- 
lience, wished him to represent them, 
but he had preferred to remain faith- 
ful to his own county. 

Mr. Sevigny spoke first After he 
had concluded his address the Liberal 
candidate, Mr. Cannon, arose, and 
launched himself into a vigorous de- 
nunciation of the new minister He 
declared Mr, Sevigny cid not conform 
to truth in insinuating that Mr. Can- 
non had “imposed himself on the 
county” as a candidate.

SALARY INCREASES WILL BE 
CONSIDERED NEXT TUESDAY 


Question of Religious Education Will Also Come up Again at Special 
Meeting of School Board at That Time—Large Amount of 
Routine Business is Discussed Last Night. 


The public school board last night 
got through a considerable amount 
of routine business, thus helping to 
clear the way for weightier matters 
which have a claim on their attention, 

Discussion was given to some of the 
most important of these, and arrange- 
ments were made to hoid a spevial 
meeting of the board on Tuesday even- 
ing next, When the applications from 
the high and public school teachers 
for increases of salary will be dealt 
with and some settlement arrived at. 

Also the matter of religious educa- 
tion in the schools will again be 
brought before the board, together 
with consideration of Trustee Barne’s 
proposition relative to the question. 

The board unanimously agreed with 
a suggestion made by tse chairman, 
Trustee Rea, that an attempt should 
be made to obtain increased grants for 
the schools and first-class teachers. 
It was decided that a deputation from 
the board should wait upon the 
minister of education and the pro- 
vincial government, asking that there 
should be an increase in the govern- 
ment grants to the publie schools, and 
also if the School Ordinance could be 
amended to provide for some slight in- 
crease in the grants for first-class 
teachers over second-lass teachers. 

The board approved of a _ report 
from the school management commit- 
tee on the subject of religious educa- 
tion, that the matter contained in the 
communication of Dr. Dyde, written 
on behalf of the Ministerial Associa- 
tion, be referred to the board for con- 
sideration. 

Religious Education. 

Also that in conection with the mat- 
ter the board consider the following 
recommendations endorsed by Trustee 
Barnes at a meeting of the school 
management committee held in Sep- 
tember last, as follows:

London, Jan. 18.-—General M. A, 
Beliaeff has been appointe minister 
of war in the place of General Chou 
vaieff, who has been made a mem- 
ber of the Council of Empire, ac- | 
cording to a Petrograd despatch to 
Reuter's Beliaeff was 
formerly assis minister of war 
and chief of the general staff 

General M. A. Beliaeff is 54 rend 
old, He was educated in the classi- 
cal schools of Petrograd and re- | 
ceived his military instruction in the 
artillery school and the academy of 
the general staff from which he was 
graduated with high honors. In 
1884 he joined the Twenty-Ninth 
Artillery Brigade, but was shortly’
